Besides local candidates and issues, 
Ohioans must consider issues embodied in three pro­ 
posed amendments to the state constitution and one 
referendum on a law passed by the legislature 
First of the four questions is a proposed amend­ 
ment providing for a state board of education 
Little 
is known generally of the arguments for and against 
this proposal, but its purpose is to lessen political 
pressure on the state director of education and that 
is desirable. 
Vote Yes on this amendment lf it seems 
a good idea to let a .state board of education worry 
about politics while the director of education worries 
about schools. 
Second and third questions are the proposed Bige­ 
low amendments, one promising to provide pensions 
by financial hocus-pocus that, couldn't conceivably 
work, or lf it did would cripple Ohio government for 
years to come; the other making it easier to get 
questions on the ballot 
Most Ohioans will feel that 
when four questions can get Ort the ballot in one year 
it's easy enough already. 
Responsible voters will say 
No to these proposals. 
The "Referendum On House Bill No. 14.'* which 
appears fourth, at the bottom of the questions and 
issues ballot voters will receive next Tuesday, calls 
for a vote of Yes. 
•The question is whether House Bill 14, reorganiz­ 
ing the civil service, should be approved. 
Those who 
claim it shouldn’t be approved have tried to em­ 
barrass the Bricker 
administration 
by 
calling a 
referendum. 
Voters who disagree with such tactics can show 
their disagreement by voting to uphold the bill. Thus, 
to vote against the referendum’s backers, voters must 
say Yes—keep House Bill No 14 in the statutes. 
An easy wny to remember the four issues on the 
questions and issues ballot, is to vote Yes on the first 
question, which is whethei to establish a state board 
of education; No on the next two questions, which 
are the Bigelow amendments; Yes on the fourth 
question, which is the civil service referendum 
An 
affirmative vote on No 4 Is the only way to say no 
to the attempt being made by certain Democrats to 
get back on the state payroll by overthrowing House 
Bill No. 14. 
Vote Yes-No-No-Yes on the four questions and 
issues ballot.

Every government that

The am endm ent proposes to provide pensions to per­ 
sons w ho are not under conviction of crim e, w ho are 
sixty years of age or over, retired from gainful occupa­ 
tion as wage earners, citizens of the State of Ohio or 
those who may becom e citizens after its adoption, and 
who reside in the State for ten years or less tim e should 
the Legislature by law so provide. Such paym ents sup­ 
plem ent all sources of private incom e.
